THE CONFLICT IS THERE 


(From Merced Sun-Star, Oct, 4, 1965) 

At least two major California newspapers have seen fit to dispute 
State Senator James A. Cobey’s contention he is clear of any conflict 
of interest regarding his legal and legislative work as both an attorney 
and a state senator. 

Both the Los Angeles Times and the Sacramento Union contend 
there is indeed a conflict of interest where Cobey, on one hand repre- 
sents the state as chairman of the Senate Water Resources committee, 
and on the other hand serves as a legal counsel for a construction firm 
suing the State Department of Water Resources. 

Says the Times: 

“The senator, who also represents two irrigation districts, contends 
there is no conflict of interest in his case. That is his rationale. Al- 
though his personal integrity is not questioned by the Times, we do 
challenge his claim that this does not constitute a conflict of interest.” 

While serving as chairman of the committee, Cobey’s firm rep- 
resented the Frazier-Davis Construction Co. in its attempts to get a 
settlement of several million dollars more in its contract for building

Danish, and Christian too, is b: 
wrecked on the Wessex shore and 
eaptured by a redheaded clan of 
Englishmen. Out of conscience — 
because he cannot join the Danish 
slaughter of peaceful folk — he 
fights on the English side when 
the Danes invade. He is a whir}l- 
ing fury, a clever strategist, a man 
with a dozen lives, and, as combat 
proves him true to the English, he 
is a man with a new family of 
redheaded comrades and the love 
of their sister. This stirring tale 
gives full measure of adventure 
and action, with glints of humor, 
moments of tragedy and a setting 
which faithfully mirrors strife- 
torn ninth century England. 

A superior spy story just re- 
ceived is titled THE BLIND CAVE, 
by Leo Katcher. The setting is 
Athens and the Greek islands. The 
plot: a certain Mr. Wallace is in 
possession of a quantity of pluton- 
ium which he plans to use to set 
off a nuclear war between Russia 
and the U.S, American, English 
and Soviet agents are working to- 
gether to find the plutonium in a 
desperate race against time. There 
are dozens of government agents, 
spies, and informers on all sides, 
chief among them the narrator, 
the cynical Richard Landon, whose 
motto is “Don’t trust anyone’. 
He’s so right. Espionage addicts 4 
will hope for more books about 
Richard Landon, whose cover job 
is that of American newspaper cor- 
respondent. 

Greenwich Village hipsters, white 

and black, and two. policemen, 
white and black, do a slow, menac- 
ing stalk through the pages of a 
novel titled CALL THE KEEPER, 
by jazz expert Nat Hentoff. There 
is much talk of violence and one 
man is killed. The murder, how- 
ever, is secondary to the hate that 
is like a live thing in the story — 
hatred of black for white, of Negro 
for Jew, hatred of a man for his 
wife, pathological hatred of one 
Negro for almost everyone else. 
In the background, the jazz talk is 
sharp and excellent. Be prepared 
for the usual number of sex scenes 
which 99% of today’s novels con- 
tain. However, Hentoff has kept 
his brief.

The colorful trees for Por- 
terville are Liquid Ambar, 
Pistachio, Ginkgo, Persimmon, 
Ash and Oaks.

The 
new dwarf Oregon grape is 
compact with brilliant winter 
foliage plus yellow spring 
flowers. It will grow in morning 
sun or part shade. Similarly 
the Ternstroemia grows with 
part shade and produces bril- 
liant foliage in winter with 
colorful bronze leaves in spring 
and summer. 

There are others of course 
and if you return from the hills 
inspired we are here seven 
days a week to grab the loot.
